THE TOWN AND SUBURBS OF CALCUTTA. 

(a) Lights. 

‘ry vehicle moving or standing on the. streets except ' motois 
or which separate rules exist) and bicycles and two-wheejpd 
bu|Taioe carts, shall be provided, between nalf-an-hour after suh- 

f-an-hour before sunrise, with two lamps, one on either side of the 

vehicle, each exhibiting a white light visible within a reasonable distance 
in front and a red light visible withip a reasonable distance in rear.

2. All bullock carts and other slow-moving vehicles shall keep as close 
as^ l)ossil>le to the extreme left-hand side of the street. 'Phey shall keep in 
one line only and the drivers shall not iittempt to pass one another. 

.3. Jiefore a driv(*r of any vehicle i)ulJsupor turns in any direction in 
■,any street, he shall give suflicient jioticeand clear indication of hisintention, 
by raisijtg itis arm verticall}’ in the former, and (‘xtemling his arm hori- 
zontidlj in the latter, case, and he shall first make suns that lie has a clear 
road.

1. No person shall oiler himself as a coolie for the carriage of i>assengers’ 
luggage at tJie Kidderpore Docks, unless he wears a brass badge of the 
imjscribed pattern on his right arm, and is registered in a book kept for tlie 
purpose by the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta or such firms or 
contractors as are authorised in this behalf by'the Commissioners. 

2. The said book shall be open at any time during office* hours to 

inspection by tlm police ; and no person’s jiume sluill l)e retained therein 
to whom tlie Comfnissioner of Police may object. The said book shall be

3. The bra.ss badge to be worn by a registered coolie sliall bear the

This officer joined the - Indian Police 
in 1908, and was employed on district 
work until September .1916, when 
he was specially selected to hold 
charge of the Special Branch of Uie 
Calcutta Police, an appointment 
involving heavy and dangerous 
duties. This Department, wliiie 
under Mr. Goldie’s control, was 
responsible fur the cessation of 
political crimes not only in Calcutta 
but, in co-operation with the Intelli- 
gence Branch, throughout Bengal.

3. (.a) The pensions will be earned by approved service of the following 
kinds in a qualifying post : — 

(i) Three years’ substantive service; or 
(it) Three years’ continuous officiating service ; or

(6) All privilege leave, and all leave which, under the terms of the Reso- 
lution of the Government of India in the Finance Department, No. 1260-C.S.R., 
dated the 21st December 1921, counts as privilege leave, will.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The abolition of the payment of the usual 15 per cent, solatium in the 
• case of land compulsorily acquired by the Calcutta Improvement . Trust 
aroused considerable opposition when the Calcutta Improvement Act was 
passed. Some years later the Calcutta Improvement Trust, in making pro- 
posals to Government for the amendment of the Act of 1911, recommended 
that the 15 per cent, solatium should be restored, and a formal resolution 
to this effect was moved in the old Legislative Council by Rai Bahadur 
Radba Cbaran Pal in 1919. In the Government reply to that resolution it 
was stated that Government proposed to le^slate so as to restore this 
solatium in the case of all street schemes, although not iu the case of gfeneral 
improvement schemes, which are ^dinarily designed .to remedy insanitary 
conditions produced by the improper use of land. It was, however, ulti- 
mately decided by Government that, as the majority of the schemes under- 
taken by the Calcutta Improvement Trust were actually street improvement 
schemes, it was desirable that the liinltation on the grant of the solatium, 
which had been originally approved, should be removed, and that the pro- 
visions of the Land Acquisition Act on this point should be restored in 
their entirety. In the meantime several other defects in the Act had been 
revealed as the result of some years’ experience, and it was decided to under- 

• take a thorough revision of the Statute, but as the Reforms were shortly to 
come into operation, it was resolved tlmt the amending Bill, which had been 
dieted, should be submitted to the Minister, I.ocal Self-Government Depart- 
ment, for his examination. Certain points raised In the larger BUI are stilly

InCOinS. — The income for the year was the highest attained in the 
liihtory of the Trust, being Rs. 2,66,()8,0i2 against Rs. 2,2.3,55,614 of the 
preceding year. The chief increases occurred under tho heads .fettios,' Ren- 
table lands and buildings, Wet docks and River dues. 

The war surchai'goa were withdrawn from 31 #t March 1920, but in 
addition to other measures it was found necessary to impose a special scale 
of storiige or rent charges from April 1920 to ensure the rapid removal of 
gCKxls .and thus to avoid congestion in the transit sheds. 

Ex|>6nditur6. — The total disbursements for the year, including a special 
appropriation of Rs. 25 lakhs to meet tho depreciation of Sinking Fund invest- 
ments amounted to^Rs. 2,51,61,205 as against I he revised estimate for tho year 
of Rs. 2,41,91,915 and tho actual expenditure of the preceding year of 
Rs. 2,25,51,875. Tho actual expen litiire appreciably exceeded tho revised

JettlOS. — Tho tonnage handled at the Jetties was 684,990 tons in 
1920-21, as compared with 713,746 tons in 1919-20. The decrease of 28,766 
tons was attributable almost entirely to the high proportion of iron and'steel 
and macliinory in tho cargoes dealt with.^ There was, however, a very marked 
increase in the earnings of the Jetties, the amount for the year being 
Ks. 62,16,693 against Es. 22,44,027 in the preceding year. The increase was 
due chiefly to tho higher rent charges ; but each 'berth in use was ultilised 
on average for 847 days during the year compared with 266 days during 
1919-20^ The unprecedented number of heavy lifts V^ought out by import 
steamers greatly reduced the rate of discharge. 

Dockl.— One thousapd one hundred and thirty-three vessels were berthed 
at the docks during the year under review as against 966 in the previou6 
year. The tonnage of the Docks traffic was 418,367 tons imports «nd 
.4,180,119 tons exports, as agidnst 668,066 and 8,411.465. There was a 
in the importations of rice Slid paddy ’'ttd «lava Sugar and a remarkable 
iuoroasc in the exports c£ cosl. 

Inlaid VMMlt WlMrVMi lid^-Bildid*— There was a spudl decrease in 
the income from the Inland Vessels Wharves as compared with the previoui' 
year mainly duo to a diminished tra^o in rice and |Muidy, train, sews and 
betelnuts and in building materials. « 
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6ne hundred and ninty-five vessels were berthed at Budge-Budge Petro- 
leum Wharf daring the year as compared with 150 in the preoeding year. 

Tb# WftFBbOUSB.*— The trade in tea decreased by about 26 per cent, in 
comparison With that of last year and the receipts were less by nearly Rs. 1 
lakh chiefly nhder .t^e head of storage charges. 

NttVl^BblB ChanilBlS,— An important feature of the year was the exten- 
sion of the boundaries of the port proper in a northerly direction from the 
present limits at Cossipore to Konnagore, while the limits of the navigable 
river and its approaches w;ere extended north as far as Kalna in the district 
of BuVdwan. It is anticipated that tliese developments will ensure in the 
future a more complete and effective control of the river channel. The river 
channels between the Sandheads and the Port were maintained in a satis- 
factory condition. •• 

Ni^ht HBVigation. — Owing to the heavy programme of work the annual 
overhaul of the gas and channel buoys was not _ completed by the cud of the 
year, but satisfactory progress was made. 

Capital Works . — The chief capital works in progress during the year 
were : — . , 

1. King George’s Dock. The commencement of this work was made 
and a commemoration stone was laid by His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Connaught on tjie 2nd February 1921. 

2. Garden Reach riverside berths. 

3. Reconstruction of No. 3 Calcutta Jetty. 

4. The Rangoon Passenger Shed or Dharmasala, which was completed 
towards the 'end of the year. The greater part of the cost of this building 
was defrayed by Rai Mukhram Kanuria Bahadur. 

.6. Several important additions were made to the Commissioners’^ fleet 
of vessels. Good pregress was made with a large new suction dredger named 
the Gunga, and a powerful new tng the Sir Fredrick Dmmyne, to 
replace the Retriever,, * was under construction. 

Cspltftl Account. — The total liabilities of the Trust on capital account 
at the close of the year including the outstanding portion of the Government 
loan and the debenture loans still due for repayment, less the value of the 
assets of the Sinking Fund, amounted to Rs, 10’42 crores, while the total 
assets aggregated Rs. 15*38 crores including a sum of Us. 3*28 crores 
spent on works in pregress. 

Cl6B0ral,-~The amending Act of 1920 providing for a whole-time salaried 
Chairman which became law in October 1920, was not brought into effect till- 
after ^the close of the year 1920-21. The Hon’ble Sir Charles Stevensou- 
Moore, k.c.i.g., c.v.o., i.c.s., vacated the appointment of Chairman on the 
• 6th May 1920 and was succeeded by the Hon’blo Mr. F. J. Monahan, i.c.s., 
till the 16th December 1920 and then by Mr. D. H. Lees, i.c.8. 
Mr. S. C. Stuart -Williams continued throughout tiie year to hold the post 
, of Vice-Chairman.

Explanatory. — Three forecasts of the wheat crop are published. This 
forecast deals only with the area sown and the general condition of t^e crop 
in its early stages. ■ • . 

AcroaSfi. — According to the estimates of the District OfBcers. the total 
area sown amounts to 124,800 acres against 114,300 and 116,900 acres 
reported, respectively, in the corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Charactor of tba saason. — The rainfall in September and October was 
generally defective throughout the Province, but the moisture left in the soil 
was sufficient for the preparatory tillage and for the sowings of the crop 
which commenced generally in the normal time. Since then, complete 
drought has prevailed and the present condition is reported to be only fair.

REGULATIONS AS TO APPOINTMENT OF ASSISTANT EXICCIJTIVE 

ENGINEERS IN 1922. 


, [Tlte Secretary o^ State is iinable to give any undertaking that the 
Regulations will remain unaltered in the future.'\ 

1. Until furtlier notice the Secretary of State for India in Council will, 
during each year, make a number of appointments of Assistant Executive 
Engineers in tlic Public Works and State Railway Departments of the 
Government of India. 

In making these appointments he will act with the advice of a Selec- 
tion Committee, including at least one emiment representative of the Engin- 
•eering profession. 

In 1922 it is intended that 1 1 appointments shall be made. 

. The Selection Commiftee will probably sit in May. 

2. Applications must be made on a printed form, which may bo 
obtained from the Secretary, Public Works Department, India Office, 
Whitehall, S.W. 1, and should reach the India Office not later than Ist 
April. 

3. Every European candidate must have been born on or after the 2nd 
August 1896 and on or before the Ist August 1900.* 

An Indian candidate must have attained the age of 21 and not attain- 
ed the age\>f 24 yearst on the Ist day of July of the year in which he 
offers himself for appointment, except that in the case of an Indian who has 
rendered service of the nature defined in Regulation 4, the same maximum 
ago limit as for Europfcans will apply. 

\N.B. — Indians must obtain a certificate of age and nationality 
in the form explained in Appendix JR As the production of this 
certificate is a necessary condition of appointment, intending candidates 
are advised to procure it without delay. The, certificate .thould be 
forwarded to the Ttidia Ofike together with the candidates form of 
application or at the earliest subsequent opportunity.

a. Every European candidate mast be a British subject and, except 
as provided in Begnlatiou 6, if he or bis father or his mother was not bom 
with ill His Majesty’s Dominions and allegiance, the father must at the 
time of Mie candidate’s birth have been a British subject and still be (or 
have continued to be until his death) a British subject. The decision of 
the Sccnitary of State in Council, whether a candidate satisfies these condi- 
tions, shall be final. A candidate must also be of good moral character 
and sound bodilj' health and, tn the opinion of the Secretary of State for 
India in Council, in all respects suitable to hold an appointment ip the 
fiiUian Public Works Department or State Railway Department.

An applicant who has served or is serving at the time of hismiplication 
in His Majesty’s Forces, must produce, if possible, a report by his Command-’ 
ing: Qfiicep on his character, administrative capacity and powers of organisa- 
tion. and aptitude, natural bent, and Engineering expecience. 

9. Selected candidates will be required to undergo further training on 
works in India for a period of at least one year. During this period they 
will bh on prolmtion and their final appointment will be made depeudteut 
upon the result of such probation. 

10. ^ Candidates must be prepared, if called upon, to attend at the India 
Dfiicei, at their dwn expense, for a peinonal interview with the SeleoU^n 
Committee. 

11. Candidates will further be required, before final appointment by 
t.!be Secretary of State in Council, to appear, at their own expense, before the 
Medical Board at the India pffice for examination as to their phj'sibal fitnesh 
for service in, India.

Niitp: — Tliia Appendix is murely intended to show the principal leave rules in the Fundamental Rules 
and lliu I'eiision Rules in the Uivil Service lief^ulations at present applicable lo Sugioeers appointed to the 
Indian Services front tlic United Kingdom without going into ininiito details, and does not profess to deal 
with every case that may arise. The rules are subject to alteration, and any disputed question must be 
decided with reference to the authnrispd text of the Fundamental Rules or Civil Service Regulations for 
the time Irciiig. 


Leave. 

Ijcavo i.s calculated in terms of “leave on average pay,” and the amount 
of “ leave on average pay” for whicli an officer is eligible is five-twenty- 
secontls of the period spent on duty. 

Subject to certain maxima and minima, an officer may draw, at his 
option, leave salary equal to tlie average pay of the last 12 months of com- 
pleted duty or to half such average pay. All leave on average pay and half 
the iteriod on half average pay is counted agiiinst the leave earned. An 
offic.er may take his leave on average pay, on half average pay. or on a com- 
bination of the two, provided that his continuous absence from duty does 
not exceed 28 month.s, and that the amount of leave taken on average pay. 
does not exceed eight months at any one time. The maximum amount of 
leave admissible during an officers career is the equivalent of leave 
on average pay for three years plus one-eleventh of the period, spent 
on duty, of which not more than one year plus one-eleventh of the period 
spent on duty may actually consist of leave on average pay. Leave not due 
and carrying half average pay may be granted on medical certificate, and, 
within certain limits, for other reasons, but an officer will not figain com- 
mence to earn leave until the expiration of a fresh period of duty sufficient 
to earn a credit of leave equal to the leave he has taken before it was due. 
After 28 months’ absence from duty an officer draws quarter average salary, 
subject to certain maxima and minima. 

Leave salary is ordinarily payable in rupees if tlie officer sj)cnds his 
leave in India or Ceylon, and in sterling if he spends it elsewhere. The rate 
of exchange for the conversion of leave salary is prescribed from time to 
time by the Secretary of State. 

It should bo noted that leave can never be claimed as of right, but is 
given or refused at the discretion of Government. 


Pensions. 

1.3. The following is a summary of the pension I’ules applicable to 
Engineers appointed to the Indian Services by the Secretary of State from 
the United Kingdom. 


Ordinary Pensions. 

14. Subject to the absolute right of the Government of India to decline 
to permit any officer to retire before reaching the age for superannuation, 
should it be necessary in the public interest to retain his services, officers 
will be allowed to retire optionally after 20 or more years’ service. 

15. Retirement is ordinariljr required at the age of 55 years, but for 
special reasons an officer is seine times retained after attaining that age. 

An officer becomes eligible for full retiring |)enslon on completing 
30 years’ qualifying serviojs t— , 

17. If before completing this period of service an officer is permitted 
to re' ire voluntarily after completion of 20 or more years’ (Qualifying service

Additional Pensions. 


20, The tiovernmenfc of India have classified certain high appointments 
into two grades, ti'e lower comprising those posts which involve high but 
intermediate responsibility, the higlier consisting of those whicli require a 
marked degree of independent administrative and professional capacity.

Officers who have held 
appointments listed in the upper grade will be entitled to an additional 
pension at the rate of Rs. 500 for each completed year of effective service 
rendered in any appointment included In that grade, iirovided that no officer 
may draw an additional pension in excess of Rs. 2,500 in respect of service 
rendered in the lower and upper grades combined or in the upper grade 
alone. 

21. These additional pensions will be awarded only to officers who have 
given proof of speidal energy and efficiency, and will be subject to the condi- 
tion that an officer must not retire voluntarily before "the age of 55 with less 
than 28 years’ service. 

The upper grade includes the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Public Works Department, the Inspector-General of Irrigation, Chief 
Engineers of the Indian Service of Engineers, Agents of State Railways (if in 
pensionable service) and Chief Engineers, Railways. 

The lower grade includes Superintending Engineers, Indian Service of 
Engineei*8, Deputy Secretary to the Government of India, Public Works 
Depai tinent, Deputy Agents of State Railways (if in pensionable service) and 
the Secretary, Railway Board (if In pensionable service). 


Provident Fund. 

22. A general Provident Fund, to which contribution is compulsory, 
has also been established on the following basis ; — 

(1) The contribution is compulsory up to 6i per cent, on salaries, with 

voluntary contributions of not more than a further 9| per cent. 
Subscriptions on leave of any kind are optional. 

(2) Compound interest on such payments is annually credited by 

Government to each officer subscribing.

1 . — (1) If the Treasury, after consultation witli an advisory committee 

nominated by tiie Treasury for the purposes 
Treasury to guarantea sectiou, are satisfied that the proceeds 

of any loan proposed to be auised, whether 
within or without the United Kingdom, by any Government, any public 
authority, or any corporation or other body of persons, are to be applied 
towards oi* in connection with the carrying out of any capital undertaking, 
or, in or in connection witin the purchase of articles other than munitions 
of war, manufactured or produced in the United Kingdom rqiiired for the 
purposes of any such undertaking, and that the application of the Loan in 
the manner proposed is calculated to promote employment in the United 
Kingdom, the Treasury may, subject to the provisions of this section, 
guarantee in such manner and*form and on such terms and coivditions as 
they think proper the payment of the interest and principal of the loan or 
of either interest or principal : 

Provided that the aggregate capital amount of the loans the principal or 
interest of which is guaranteed under this section shall not exceed the sum 
of twenty-live million pounds. 

(2) No guarantee shall be given by the Treasury under this section after 
the expiration of twelve months from the commencement of this Act. 

(3) Such sums as may from time to time be required by the Treasury 
for fullilling any guarantees given under this section shall be charged on 
and issued out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom or the 
growing produce thereof. 

(4) All sums paid from time to time in or towards the repayment of any 
sum issued out of the Consolidated Fund under this section shall be paid 
into the Exchequer. 

(5) The Treasury shall, as soon as may be after the expiration of each 
quarter of the year during which guarantees may be given under this 
section, lay before both Houses of Parliament a statement of the guarantees 
given under this section during that quarter, together w’ith particulars of 
tlie purposes to which the loans guaranteed were to be applied, and shall, so 
long as any such guarantees are in force, lay before both Houses of Parlia- 
ment in every year within one month after the thirty-first day of March an 
account up to that date of the total sums, if any, which have been either 
issued out of the Consolidated Fund under this section or paid in or towards 
repayment of any money so issued. 

(6) In this section the expression “capital undertaking” means an 
undertaking involving capital expenditure.

shall be substitute the words “ eighth day of September, nineteen hundred

RESOLUTION. 

In the ycsar 1908 an International Electro-technical Commission was 
formed with its headquarters in London for the purpose of carrying out the 
following resolution of the Chamber of Government Delegates at tlie Inter- 
national Electrical Congress of St. Louis in September 1904 : — 

“ That st(q>s should be taken to secure the co-operation of the Technical 
Societies of the world by the appointment of a representative 
Commission to consider the question of the standartiisation of the 
Nomenclature and Ratings of Electrical Api)aratU8 and Machi- 
nery.” 

2. Under the Status of the Commission each self-governing country 
desiring t(t join the Commission is authorised to form an Electro-technical 
Committee for its own country. The question of constituting a National 
Committee for India was considered by the Government of India in 1910. 
It was, however, decided to postpone its organization as the manufacture of 
electrical machinery in India was at that time on too small a scale to justify 
the formation of a Committee. The Government of India have, nevertheless, 
been repre.sented at the meetings of the Commission and have subscribed 
regularly to its funds. Although little further progress has yet been made 
in the actual manufacture of electrical machinery in this country, the 
Government of India, after consultation with the more important firms 
interested in electrical matters in India, are of opinion that, in view of the 
large increase which has taken place in recent years in the sale and use of 
•electrical machinery in this country, the tim,e has now arrived when a 
local committee should be formed for the purpose of discussing points of 
interest specially relating to India, of forwarding to the Commission any 
resolutions which it may frame on the subject and, generally, of performing 
the functions of a Nationai Committee. 

8. According to the Statutes of the International Electro-technical 
Commission committees should be formed in each country by technical 
societies which deal with electrical engineering, either exclusively or in 
conjunction with other technical subjects, provided that such societies have 
been in existence for at least three years. In the absence of such technical 
societies a committee may be appointed bj' the Government. The Govern- 
ment of India are of opinion that the appointment of a National Oommittep 
may in the future most suitable be entrusted to the recently constituted 
Institution of Engineers (India), but as it was constituted as recently as the 
13th September 1920 it will not possess the necessary authority until the 
1.8th September 192,8. For the intervening period the Government of India 
have therefore decided to constitute a National Electro- technical Oaxnmlttee 
for India under paragraph 3 of the Statutes of the Oommission. The follow- 
ing gentlemen will form first committee i —

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4. Tho Committee will choose its own President and appoint, a 
Secretary and jjroceod with its work in accordance with the Statutes of the 
International Electro-technical Commission. The sub.scription iiitberto 
paid by the Government of India as a subvention to the Oominia.sion and 
towards the cost of its publication will in future be paid by the Committee 
to which the Government of India will, until fnrtlier orders, make an atinnal 
grant of £130.

States in Bihar and Orissa specified in Part III of the Appendix to Regula- 
tion IV shall be divided into two groups for the purposes of the aforesaid

Such Ruling Chiefs are herein- 
after referred to as ‘ electors.’ 

3. The electors in Group No, I shall elect one representative, and each 
elector shall hUve one vote. The electors in Group No. II shall elect two 
representatives jointly, and each elector shall have two votes. Both votes 
may be given to one candidate. 
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4. When it becoihes necessary to hold an election, the Governor of Bihar 
and Ori^a shall appoint and shall notify, in such manner as he thinks tit, such 
date and, if necessary, sucli time and place as he may think suitable for each * 
of the following proceedings, iiumely : — 

(a) The receipt of deehimtions by candidates for elcctieu, 

(b) The despatch of voting papers to electors, 

(c) The receipt of voting papers from the electors, and 

(d) The scrutiny and counting of votes. 

b. (i) When a date lias been aj>xminted for the purpose specified in rule 4 
(a), any elector may send by messenger orfby registered letter to the Political 
Agent a declaration duly signed by him that he offers himself as a candidate 
for election. . 

{ii) Declaration which are not received by. the Political Agent by the 
date and time (if any) appointed shall be rejected. 

6. (i) Oil the date and at the time appointed for the purpose specified 
in rule 4(rt), any candidate may attend in person at the Office of the Political 
Agent, who shall allow him to examine the declarations of all the candidates 
received by him. 

(u‘) The Political Agent shall examine the declaration papers and shall 
decide all objectious which may be made to any declaration paper on the 
ground that it is not valid under these rules, and m:iy reject, either of liis 
own motion or on such objection, any declaration paper on such ground; 
the decision of the Political Agent shall in every case be endorsed by him 
on the declaration paper in respect of which sucli decision is given, and 
sliall be final save as hereinafter provided.

8. (j) If no candidate offers himself for election, the seat shall remain 
vacant for a period of one year on the expiry of which the Governor shall 
again take action in accordance with rule 4 above. 

(/*) If one candidate only stands for election, tlie Political Agent sliall « 
forthwith declare such candidate to be elected. 

(Hi) If more candidates than one .stand for election, the Political Agent 
shall forthwith send to each eloetor by registered post one voting paper in. 
the prescvil^ed form ; 

Provided that such voting paper shall also be supplied to any elector 
on his applying to the Political Agent for the same at any time on or before 
the day, and before the time (if any) appointed for the purpose sjieeifled in 
rule 4(c), and that no election shall be invalkiaied by reason of the non- 
receipt by an elector of his voting paper.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to provide additional revenues for the province 
of Bengal in order to remove part of the existing deficit in the provincial 
revenues. It is. proposed to effect this by varying the rates of stamp duties 
as in the Bill. 


Notes on olauses. 

Clauaea 1 and 2 . — These clauses introduce the provisions o^ the Bill into 
Bengal and provide for the amendment of the Indian Stamp Act, 1899, by the 
remaining provisions of the Bill. 

Cuauaea 3 and 5 are consequential on clause 4. 

Clause 4 applies generally the duties indicated in Schedule lA to the 
instruments set forth in this clause, that is to say, to Instruments which 
become chargeable with the rates of duty mentioned in Schedule lA by 
reason of their inclusion in that Schedule combined with their execution, 
negotiation or receipt in Bengal. 

Clause 6 provides that, where duty under Scliedule 1 has been chargeable 
in another part of British India on an instrument, which later becomes liable 
to the payment of the Bengal duty, the duty to be paid in respect of such 
instrument under this Bill shall be the Bengal duty as set forth in 
Schedule lA less the amount oi duty already paid elsewhere in British India. 
This principle is applied to instruments on which the full duty chargeable 
under Schedule 1 has already been paid, and also to instruments on which 
such duty should have been but has not been paid. The three months limit 
to endorsements, provided in clause (6) of the proviso to sub-section (3) of 
section 32, is applied to all instruments so chargeable, the said instruments 
being otherwise treated as instruments executed out of British India and 
received into British India for the first time at the time when the Bengal duty 
became chargeable upon them, and being exempted from the severer pro- 
, visions contained in clause (a) of the said proviso. 

Clause 7 makes formal alterations in order to ajiply the provisions of sec- 
tions 23A, 24 and 29 to the corresponding instruments indicated in 
Schedule lA. 

. Clause 8 introduces Schedule lA, which contains the substantive 
, provisions as to the amount of duty chargeable in Bengal on the various 
kinds of instruments which fall within the scope of the new proviso to 
section 3. 

This Schedule deals with all the classes of instruments, mentioned as 
chargeifble with duty in Schedule I, except the following : — 

' • Acknowledgement (No. 1) Bills of Exchange (No. 13), Certificate 
(No. 19), Cheque (No. 21), Delivery Order in respect of goods 
(No. 28), Letter of allotment of shares (No. 36), Letter of credit 
.(No. 37), Policy of Insurance (No. 47), Promissory Note (N6. 49), 
Proxy (No. 52), Receipt (No. 53) and Shipping Older (No. 60), 
in regard to. which instruments all India legislation has been 
suggested to the Government of India.

oa the inaufttiratiott of the ..'^^vernment in January 1921.' 

Mr. Thorp '‘officiated ae Regi6tri||& itb^ i^ium from leave of Mr. DonovaUf 
the permanent Registrar, in Ko 7 eml[;>i^']^^^^ ^l^^ring the year the Secretary, 
of State Sanctioned the appoint&^t . of an -AjS Registrar for each 

division. Four of these have' -^ih^ad^ been aftpointed and the fifth will be 
appointed as soon as funds are aVai^fale.. fSi^Osals for the re-organization 
of the department and for placing'it hii^ns^ent footing were submitted 
to Government towards the close of the i^ear4hd are now under consideration. 

2. The total number of societies increased from 5,408 at tb!b beginning 
of the year to 6,366 at its close. The-pl'C^ess has not ibeen so great as in 
the previous year when the number of societies increased by 1,152. There 
was a persistent demand for new societies, but the Registrar, recogiiizid|gf.fhe 
iiera for caution in regard to new commitments, found it ,necbMar|r id lltnit 
the rate of expansion. In the two years ending 30th June l92i, the total 
increase in the number of societies has been 50 per cent. Neither of these 
years could be classed as prosperous, and the second was certainly a year Of - 
grave trade depression, financial difficulties and serious political and economic 
disturbances. In these circumstances, the Hon’ble Minister agrees with the 
Registrar that the recorded progress was the maximum consistent with 
financial security and the maintenance of adequate supervision. The total 
working capital of the societies has risen from Rs. 2,82,00,000 to 
Rs. 3,33,00,000. Of this sum the societies and their members provide over 
40 per cent. Thus, while the capital employed is steadily increasing, the* 
proportion contributed from outside sources is decreasing year by year, and the 
Hon’ble Minister regards this as a very encouraging feature. The, number of 
members in the societies ha's risen from 217,176 to 242,085 in-the year under 
report. The increase in the number of societies is thus 17’7 per cent, and in 
the working capital 17*9 per cent., while the increase in the number of members 
is only 11*4 per cent. The Registrar, however, points out that the member- 
ship of a society at the time of its registration and for a year or two after- 
wards is generally small. The large number qf new societies has thus., 
considerably reduced the average number of members. It is satisfactory 
that the number of fresh c^ses of liquidation was only 63, or about 1 per centi 
of the total number of societies in existence. 


8. Agricultural Credit Societies constitute about 90 per cent, of the 
total number and their working capital amounted to Rs. 1,22,62,000 as com- 
pared to Rs. 1,04,08,000 in 1919-20. The share capital paid up in these 
80 (jietle 8 rose during the year from l*5.S to 3*02 lakhs, and deposits by 
members increased from 5*76 to 6*27 lakhs. 


Central Bank's have increased in number from 64 to 71, and their work- 
ing capital rose from 118.1,04,04,895 to Rs. 1,21,22,554. About two lakhs 
of this, however, is' a fictitious increase being the , amount due to the Farid^ur 
Central Bank by the Nurpur Central Bank. The actual increase it Capital 
is thus about 15 lakhs. There was a considerable falling off iii obllections 
during the year under report. .This was duo to the unsatisfactory agricuU 
tural conditions and the economic depression of the year. As a 
result provincial and central banks were compelled tb exercise the greatest 
caution in regard to new commitments, and the amount issued in fresh loans 
foil from 56'46 lakhs to 44*13 lakhs. The lodiis and deposits received by 
central banks also showed a slight decrease. This was due npt to any 
weakening of public confidence but to a general shortage Of money and the 
competitive rates offered by other borrowers. The tot^: liquid resources' of 
the central bank^at the close of the yoitr were 9*78 lakhs and the Registrar 
points out that this-is a very low cover for deposits of Rs. 42,00, OOp 
maturing in the following twelve months. Of these 42 lakhs, however,, 
24 lakhs are held by central banks from the Provincial Co-operative' 
Federation. Taking the Federation and^ the ^Central Banks (toother, - more 
than 50 per cent, of the deposits ^eOeivdd from the public wfiioh ihatare in 
the next twelve months are covered by liquid resdurces. The Hon’ble 
Mmistor agrees with the "Registrar that thp position is HUite safe, but he 
desires to impress on t^e Central Banks the inadvisability of relying top mdbfi 
on the hederacion and lettihg their cr#n liquid re4otlt‘6ee fdtt i6o low. > ;

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‘ Tbd'Beti^il PrOvinoial Ctf-operative Foderdtiott is in A satisfactory 
position. Although its rates are sometimus less and never lUore than ttie 
ratss offet'sd by GdVSrnment and- public bodies, it I’edeivod ftom the public 
tre6h depots of oVer five lakhs of rupees during the year under report, com- 
pared td less Ihkti one lakh of rupees in tlie previous year. It has followed a 
careful aqd cautious policy £^d this half enabled if to retain the confidence of 
depositbrs.' 

4: The Bengal Co-operStivo Organization Society, which is doing useful 
work as a central bureau of information and advice on co-operative mattert«, 
devobdd particular attention to ihe solution of problems peculiar to Calcutta. 
As a result ol the activities of its Housing Committee, the organization of A 
co-operative housing society has now become a matter of practical politics. 
The Stores Sub-Committee is engaged in at! attempt to organize co-operative 
coal supply in Calcutta. The departmental museum has beon instrumental in 
bringing the work of the industrial societies to the notice of the public and 
securing orders for them. 

5> There are now cloven Agricultural Purchase and Purchaso and Sale 
,, ,§|pcieties as compared with seven in the previous year. On the whole, 
those societies have shown satisfactory progress. Their growth is in 
no way forced. The Co-operative Department are well aware of the 
general incapacity of cultivators to manage tho business afaairs of those 
societies and they do not too i?t‘adily encourage thoir organisation. In spite of 
this, cultivators have insisted on making an attempt in different districts. 
This development is satisfactory inasmuch as it proves that these cultivators 
no longer regard oo-oporation as att easy moans of getting cheap loans, but 
understand and appreciate the true principles of the co-operative movement. 
The Khepupara Supply and Sale Society has been a coustucuous success. It 
now serves nearly 3,000 families and is rapidly expanding its business. 
It has recently erected, at a cost of Us. 18,000, a godown capable of storing 
40,000 maunds of paddy which will (mable the members, who have hitherto 
• b(*on forced to sell their produce at a sacrifice for want of storage room, to 
wait for a favourable market. The co-operative store at Naogaon is another 
successful institution. Its business is rapidly developing and it has now two 
8 hop^ in tho town of Naogaon ; it has also started a printing pi ess whieh 
is executing orders for co-operative societies in every pan of the province. 
The milk societies in the Barasat subdivision unfortunately received a 
Serious setback owiilg to circumstances wliieh might hav(‘* been avoided by 
timely action. When the situation was realized prompt measures were taken 
to retrieve the situation and the crisis is now past. Tho Naogaon Ganja 
Cultivators’ Oo-operative SoQiety also passed through a 8even> crisis during 
» the year. A*i sttmnpt to spread tlie non-co-operai ion luovemonr in the an-a 
'completely failedf but internal dissensions for which the agitators were 
to some extent responsible, considerably hampered the development of its 
work, liy the end of tho year, however, tlioso difterenees were composed, 
and. there is every reason to hope that this society will now continue its 
former prosperous career. 

The number of non-agricultiiral societies increased from 3o0 in the 
previous year to 438 in the y<*afr under report. Of those 148 are credit 
Booieties with a working capital of Its. 56, 82, 000. Taken as .a whole, the 
returns of these societies are most satisfactory. The Calcutta Credit 
Societies, 33 in number, are a sound financial group and afford great assist- 
ance to 23,000 midiile class emfiloyees in Calcutta offices. An interesting 
feature of the Chittagong group of societies is tho fact that punctuality in 
, repayment is encouraged by allowing a rebate of interest ^on loans rop^fd on 
the due date, whereas in other districts penalties are imposed for unpunc- 
tuality. The system in force at Chittagong is in tho true spirit of, oo-opera- 
tion and it is satisfactory to find that it has proved more efficacious than the 
system of penalising unpunctuality. . 

The number of non-agricultural supply and sale Societies has risen from 
18 to 90 in two years This large increase. was duo to economic causes. 
High prices and profiteering induced people of the middle classes to attempt 
co-operative distribution. It was 'found, however, that many of these

eopieties were .working on wr4}Qg linee. The true spirit of .co-op^r|i^ioB was 
^.sent*; -members were dislbj^al, credit was too freely grren^ hnd redklera 
atteihp^ were made to under-sell the market. A halt wak .tharafcire pallad 
in the organisation of new societies and the officers of i^be department devoted, 
their attention to the improvement of existing societies. Some ^provemeht. 
has already been effected, but . many of the societies am. so bad that the only 
' course is to close them. The Registrar points oilt that these failures have 
their value and that the experience gained will lead to an advahhe on 
sounder lines. • ... 

The number of Weavers’ Societies has increased to 117, but it is oniy in 
t Bankura that anything Hike an outstanding success has been achieved. 
Owing to the prevailing economic conditions, the turn-oVer of the Baijlcura 
Industrial Co-operative Union was«eonsiderably smaller than in the. preceding 
year, but in other respects the union made distinct -progress. The societies 
have improved and' bad workers and bad societies have been replaced by 
good workers and good societies. The jg[uality of the work has greatly 
improved and cloth is now woven at Bankura which the weavers couid not 
have attempted to make two or three years ago. Financially too the unicm . 
is much stronger. The paid-up share capital exceeds Rs. 10,000 auil^ 
nearly half of it belongs to the weavers themselves. ^ ~ . 

6. An important feature of the situation is the increasing interest and 
sympathy shown by the public towards the co-operativo movement in practi- 
cally every part of Jhe province. In particular, the interest of the zamindars 
in the movement has shown a marked increase and many of them have 
rendered valuable assistance, both financially and by propaganda. To these 
and to numerous other gentlemen, official and non-official, to whom the 
department is indebted for assistance, the thanks of the Hon’ble Minister 
are due. 

7. This is the last report on the working of the Co-operative Depart- 
ment which will be submitted by MrT Donovan. He has been Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies since J une 1917 and has relinquished charge of his 
office since the close of the year under report. -The Hon’ble Minister takes 
this opportunity of expressing his thanks to Mr. Donovan for the untiring 
zeal and energy with which he discharged his duties, and of congratu- 
lating him on the great stride which the movement made during hih 
tenure of office. The Hon’ble Minister notes with pleasure the good. work' 
of the staff which the Registrar has brought to the notice of Government.

Ahar&CtBf of tho soason. — As reported ih second forecast lack of 
soil mq/stCire at the beginning and insutficient rainfall later on during the 
months of May "and Juno were generally unfavourable to the planting and 
growth,of the crop in the western districts while in the rest of the Presidenjgy 
the crop was not much affected. 8ince then\. however, favourable conditions 
generally prevailed from July to September and the crop improved greatly 
in spite of some damage caused by heavy rainfall and flood in certain, districts. 
Subsequently drought since October has tended somewhat to spoil what 
would otherwise have been a fairly favourable soason. 


ACI*6&g8. — The total area planted* with sugarcane for the Province is 
estimated at 220,900 acres this year against 218,800 acres last year. 

Outturn. — From the Appendix I attached to the report, it will be seen 
that the district of Darjeeling reports a bumper crop ; two districts (namely 
Rangpur and Noakhali) report a normal crop ; twenty districts a crop varying 
from 75 to 92 per cent, and three districts a crop as 67 per cent. each. The 
district of the Chittagong Hill Tracts reports a crop as low as 58 per cent. 

According to the above estimates, the average outturn of the crop for 
the Province works out at 82 par cent, of the normal against 88 per cent, last 
year. 

Taking 36 maunds as the normal rate of cane gur per acre the gross 
outturn for the Province is estimated at 239,500 tons this year against 
254,600 tons Jast year. 

Othur SOUrCOS of Aur. — The total quantity of gur likely to be obtained 
from date palm juice is estimated at 119,800 tons this year against 
124,100 tons last yeax. 

The total quantity of gur for the Province from all sources is thus 
'estimated at 359,300 tons against 378,700 tons last year.

7. ApplisnCOS. — Appendix X shows the distribution of tho principal 
appliances in commission by the Fire Brigade, and Appendix XI gives the 
number of times each appliance has been turn^ out in response to fire calls. 
It is estimated that motor appliances travelled 5,696 miles and horse drawn 
applianees 190 miles during the year in responding to and returning from 
calls. A new motor fire engine from Messrs. Leyland and Company was re- 
ceived on 20th Dooember 1920. Considerable dififloulty has been experienced 
with delivery hose throughout the year. Owing to the extra cost and low rate 
6f exchange the budget heading in this respect has had td be considerably 
exceeded. Frequently at jute fires a large quantity of hose is in use for 
periods often exceeding a week, and experience has shown that such condi- 
tions have a remarkably bad eflect on the hose and considerably more so than 

* vfould be normally anticipated. 

8. FIro stations*— Appendix XIT gives tho number of times oacii Fire 
Station has been turned out in response to fire calls, together with monthly 
figures. The headquarters of the Fire Hri^do is still located in pi'emisos 
r^ted from the Samavaya 'Corporation, Limited, in Corporation Place and 
no further stops have been taken to secure a suitable site for the erection of 
permanent headquarters. A high rent is paid for the present buildings 
which are not suitable for the purposes required, and undoubtedly the 
efficipocy'of the Brigade can bo improved by tho provision of suitable liead- 
quatters with projjor workshops, drill yard and convenient quarters for the 
men. I am pleased to he able to report that progress has been made in 
building the Distriot Fire Station in Central Avenue. This station will have 
acoommodalion tor five appliances and will protect a very important and 
oon^e^ted area. It is anticipated that the station will bo occupied about the 
beginning of October 1921. Plans and estimates have boon prepared for 
extending Chitpur Station, and provision for this is being made in the budget 
of 1981-33. It is very important that the station should be put on a footing 
commensurate with tho many serious fire risks it protects, A District Fire 
Station is urgently needed at the Kidderporo Docks, and smaller fire stations 
are’ required at Burra Bazar and Sova Bazar. The small fire stations at 
Watmnge a&d Palmer’s Bridge have been vacated owing to the increased 
attxnoer motor appliances employed, and the men and appliances have been 
distrsbuted amongst the various stations of the Brigade.

12. Water Supply. — For several years past the extremely serious 

conditions due to inadequate water attppl^ ha^ been eommenthd ppon in « 
the annual report, and I regret to Bjty tfeat po Action Hac been tahep by the 
municipalities concerned. The conditions are ^worSA now than previously 
owing to many tanks haring been filled up on sanitary grounds and for 
prevention of mosquitoes. Calcutta has a system of unfiltcr^ mains 

which is used for fire eztin^iAhing. Namerojus t^plaints Mve |^nn 
submitted to the Water-works Department regarding the ina^equaep qf fhe, 
water supply, in reply to which the Fire DepArtmcnt ie offioially informed 
that no improvement can be expected until a new water system is completad. 

1 understand that new scheme will take at leAst fi^A years to (nstal, and the 
present deterioration of water supply will continue, prol^bly more mpidiy 
than hitherto, due to extension of mains, more ponneotionc, wear and tear of 
machinery, etc. Unless immediate steps are taken to imprpve matters very 
serious fires must Inevitably occur. An estimate was pdt up by the Water- 
works Executive Engineer to instal seventy-five 5" fiydraaia op suital^e 
mains which will enable fife engines to 'obtain a better supply, but tUc 
estimate was cut down to twenty-five « 5" hydrants. In a ci^ such a# 
Calcutta this number is totally inadequate. 

Regarding Howrah and Ohitpur the dangerous state of afihirs was 
specially pointed out and emphasized by the Commissioner of Pcfiioe, .who; 
said in tfie covering letter to the Government of Bengal with the annual 
report of the Fire Brigade for the year ending 30th > March 192^“ Tlfa 
question of the water supply in the districts of Howrah and Cbitpnr de- 
mands inimediate attention as these areas ccxnprise very dangerous fire 
risks.” 1 regret to say that not only has nothing been done to improve the 
supply, but conditions are.even worse now' as above noted, and the* various 
areas referred to are becoming more congested with warehouses, etc. 
Repeated representations have been made to those municipalities, and the 
following is an extract from a letter received from Howrafi 

**With reference to- your letter No. F. 6. 288>399, dated the 25th. February last,

14. Btffigt Fire Alirms, Telephones and Eleetrical Cemmuniea- 

tiene. — The means by which fire calls have been transmitted to the Fire 
Brigade during the year are shown in Appendix II. Appendix' X VI rfi a 
list showing the positions of the Street Fire Alarms in commission. I regret 
V to have to report a cmisiderable increase in the number of false alarms both 
wilfttl and due to electrical defects, Tim following alterations have been 
made i» the locations of the Street Fire Alarnis : — 

Lower Oirciilar Road and Chowringhee to in front of Atlas Jute Press, 
Chitpur. 

Barrackpore Trunk Road to near entrance to Union Jute Press. 

Majerbat Bridge at Dia'mond Harbour Road to at the corner of Chitpur 
Ghat Street and Turner Road. 

Gun Foundry Road to opposite Bengal Hydraulic Press near Gun 
Foundry Road. 

, It is hoped that false alarms due to electrical defects will soon be more 
or less eliminated, as the Bengal Telephone Company report that as soon as 
the various fire alarm lines are transferred from the old exchange to the new 
exchange sneh defects will be remedied. Power to panish adequately 
offenders who give wilful false alarms is being requested from Government. 
The present punishments have no deterrent effect. ^ I take the opportunity 
. of thanking the Bengal Telephone Company for the interest they continue to 
display in all matter appertaining to Fire Brigade Work and for the promt 
attention given to all defects on fire lines. * 

15. IgsiMCtifiB DefMrtment, tbeatras and places of public amuse- 
UMUt. — Considerable progress has been made during the year in respect to 

.•safeguarding the public in places of amusement. Experience has shown 
that there has been overlapping of different authorities in the matter — a factor 
which has a deterrent effect on the enforcement of the laws — and it seems 
advisable for the control of theatres, etc., to be vested in one authority. 
The fines imposed in the Municipal Court on theatres fur breach of the 
theatre by-laws during the year amounted to Ks. 2,524 as compared with 
Rs. 11,315 in the previous ;year. 

In connection with the Licensed Warehouse and Fire Brigade Act, I of 
1898, daring the year under review 5,196 inspections have boon made (exclu- 
sive of thfiatres and places ofpublio amusement); 319 applications for licenses 
and complaints have been attended to and disposed of. One hundred and 
eighty-seven prosecutions were instituted under section 14 of Act I of 1893, 
whioh resulted in 139- persons being fined aggregating in all Rs. 2,744, 21 
persons being warned, 11 acquitted and 16 cases withdrawn and filed. 

16*. Fire BrlfiUde'Worlltllop8.~Under the heading of “ Fire Stations " 
reference has been made to the Brigade Workshop. The workshops at heail- 
quarters are inadequate for the amount and class of wutk to be done, and 
when new and up-to-date workshops are provided repairs and building of 
machines will be greatly facilitated. Although the number of machines in 
the Brigade has greatly increased during the past few years the strength 
of ^he workshop staff has remained practically the same, and additions will 
’ have to be.ii^e to the staff. 

. 17. fituerul.— The Caleatta Fire Brigade protects the municipalities of 
Oalputta, Oos^ipore-Ohitpur, Howrah, Maniktala and Garden Roach and ma^ 
attend fires outside the boundaries of these municipalities, but not exceeding 
a radius of 6 miles from the Central fire Station, provided that a^pliance4 
oan be spared and ou payment of a prescribed fee. Appendix XIX gives the 
Govetument order isolating to thib and the form which should be sig^ned prior 
‘ to the Fire Brigadedeaving the jurisdiction of the above municipalities; The 
Botusl area protected by the Calcutta Fire Brigade is just over 113 square 
miles aad the peculation included in same is about Ifi miuions.

Buie 1 — is taken from ai tide 222, Civil Service Regulations, with the 
substitution of the High Commissioner for the Secretary of State. 

Rule 2 . — This is taken from articles 867 and 874, Civil Service Regula- 
tions, and covers the first part of article 886 also. The High Commissioner 
has been substituted for the Secretary of State, as he will in future pay leave- 
salary on behalf of the Ooveriiinent of India. 

Rule 3 — replaces the first i)art of article 869 of the Civil Service Regula- 
tions.

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Pliial Report on the Cotton Crops of Bengal, 1921-22. ’ 

. j; 

(NoTB.—'^On an average Of the fiVe yearti ori'iing 1 919-20, the area under the cotton crops in Bengal 
has t«presented some 0'9 per cent, of the total area under cotton in India.) 

There are two crops — early and late. The “early” crop is chiefly 
grown in the. Chittagong Hill Tracts and in the Tripura State and to a small 
extent m other districts. The “ late” crop is grown in liankura and Midna- 
pore. V I * 

Character af the season. — The weather was not favourable for the 
early crop at the outset owing tq^abaence of rain. Subsequently monsoon 
showers caused t.he crop to recover, but the excessive rain at flowering time 
in October greatly affected the outturn in the Chittagong Hill Traots-where 
the crop is mainly grown. Elsewhere a fairly gooJ outturn was obtained. 

The conditions for the late crop were favourable up till October, but 
lack of rain since then has tended to mar what would otherwise have been 
a good crop. 

Area sown. — The total ai*ea sown^ with the early crop is returned 
at 64,143 acres and that with the late crop 1,713 acres against 69,239 
(revised) and 1,707 acres, respectively, in the corresponding forecast of last 
.year. 

Outturn. — The estimated outturn of the early crop is returned at 14,244 
bales this year against 20,164 (revised) bales in the corresponding forecast 
of last year. The outturn of the late crop is estimated at 890 bales this year 
against 892 bales in the corresponding forecast of last year.

No. 340. — The following Communique, dated the 6tli February 1922. is 
published for general information. 

The manifesto issued by Mr. Gandhi on the 4th February justifying his 
determination to resort to mass civil di.sobedieace cojitains a series of mis- 
statements. Some of these are so important that the Government of India 
cannot allow them to pass unchallenged. In the first place they emphati- 
cally repudiate the statement that they have embarked on a policy of lawless 
repression and also the suggestion that the present canii)aign of civil dis- 
obedience has been forced on the non-co-operation party in order to secure 
• the elementary rights of free association, free speech and of free press. In 
limine the Government of India desire to draw attention to the fact that the 
decision to adopt a programme of civil disobedience was finally accepted on 
the 4th November before the recent notifications relating either to the 
Seditious Meetings Act or the Criminal Law Amendment Act, to which 
Mr. Gandhi nnmistakeably refers, were issued. It was in consequence of

sutioua actH of lawlessness cominitte4 by plarsons who professed to be follow- 
ers of Mr. Gandbi and tlie non-cu-operatlou inoTpment that the Government 
were forced to take measures which are, lawtrict accordance with the law 
for the protection of peaceful citizens in .the pursuit of their lawful avoca- 
tions. 

2. Since the inauguration of the noh>co-operation movement, the Govern- 
ment of India actuated by a desire to avoid anything in the nature of the 
repressions of political activity,' even though it was of an extreme character, 
have restricted their action in relation thereto to such measures as were neces- 
sary for the maintenance of Id w and order and the preservation of public 
traiiquillity. Up to November no steps save in Delhi last year were taken 
against volunteer associations. In November however the Government were 
confronted with a new and dangerous situation. In the course of the past 
year, there had been systematic ;.ittempt8 to tamper with the loyalty of the 
soldiers and the police and there had occurred numerous outbreaks of serious 
disorder dirc'ctly attributable to the propaganda of the non-co-oiieintion 
party amongst the ignorant and exciteable masses. These outbreaks bad 
resulted in grave loss of life ; tlie growth of a dangerous spirit of lawle.ss- 
ness; and an increasing disregard for lawful authority. In November they 
culminated ill the grave laots in Bombay, in which 53 ])er.sous lost their 
lives and approximately 400 were wounded. On the same date dangerous 
manifestations of lawJeasne.ss occurred in many other places and at this 
period it became clear that many of the volunteer associations had embarked 
on a systematic campaign of violence, intimidation and obstruction, to 
conibat which proceedings under the Penal Code and the Code- of Criminal 
Procedure liad jiroved inell'ective. In these circumstances the Government 
were compelled to I’esort to measures of a more comprehensive and drastic 
character. Nevertheless the operation of the Seditions Meetings Act was 
strictly limited to a few districts in which the risk of grave disturbances 
of the peace was specially great and the application of the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act of 190<S was confined to associations the majority of the 
members of wliich had habitually indulged in violence and intimidation. 
It is impos.sibib here to set out in detail the evidence which justified the 
adoption of these measures in the different provinces. Abundant proof is 
however to be found in the published proceedings of the various legislative 
bodies, in the cominuni<|U(^s of different, local Governments, and in the 
jirououucements of beads of provinces. While resolute iii their determina- 
tion to enforce resp(aM, for law and order and to protect loyal and jieaceful 
HubjeiUs of Mie Crown, the Government have at tlie same time lukeii every 
precaution jiossitde to mitigate, where desirable, the conditions of imprison- 
ment and to avoid any action which might have the apjieuranpe of vindic- 
tive severity. Ample proof of this will be found in the orders issued by 
local Governuients. Numerous offenders have been released; sentences 
have been reduced and special consideration has been i hown in the case 
af persons con victed of offences under the Seditious Meetings Act or the 
Criminal Law' Amendment Act. There is thus no shadow of justification 
for the charge that tlioir policy has been one of indiscriminate and lawless 
repression. 

3. A further charge, which has been brought by Mr. Gandhi is that the 
recent measures of Government have involved a departure from “the 
civilised policy laid down by His Excellency at the the time of the apology 
of the Ali brothers, naiiiely, that the Government of India should not inter- 
fere with the activities of non-co-operators .so long as they remained non- 
violent in word and deed."’ The following citation from the communiqub 
of the Government of India issued on the 30th May conclusively disproves 
this statement. After explaining that in view of the solemn undertaking 
contained in the statement over their signature, it bud been decided to refrain 
from instituting criminal proceedings against Messrs. Muhammad Ali and 
Sliuukat Ali, tlm Government of India observed : 

“It must not be inferred from the original determination of the 
Government to prosecute for speeches inciting to violence, that 
promoting disaffection of a le.ss violent character is not an 
offence against the law. • The Government of India desire to 
make it plain that they will enforce the law relating to the 
offence against the State as and When they may think fit against 
any iieraons who have committed breaches of it.” _ 
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‘4. It ramalns {or the Qovemmeut of India to deal with the allegation 
that His Excellency' saminarily rijeoted the propo.sal for a conference 
altliough the terms put forward by the Conference at Bombay and accepted 
by the Working Committee of the Congress were “ quite in keeping with 
His Excellency’s own requirements as indicated in his speech at Calcutta.” 
How far this is from being the case will bo manifest from a comparison of 
His Excellency’s speech with the terms proposed by the Conference. His 
Excellency in that speech insisted on the imperative necessity as a funda- 
mental condition precedent to the discussion of any question of a conference, 
or the discontinuance of the unlawful activities.of theuou-co-oi)eration party. 
No assurance on this point was, however, contained in the proposals 
advanced by the Conference. On the contrary whilst the Government were 
asked'to make concessions which not only included the withdrawal of the 
notifleations under the Criminal Law Amendment and Seditious Meetings 
Acts and the release of persons convicted Chereunder, but also the release of 
persons convicted of offences designed to affect the loyalty of the ai’iny, and 
the submission to an arbitration committee of tlie cases of other persons 
convicted under tlu; ordinary law of the land — there was no suggestion that 
any of the illegal activities of tlie non-co-operators other than liartols, pic- 
quetting and civil disobedience should ceaise. Moreover it w.is evident from 
the statements made by Mr. Gandhi at-the Conference that he intended to 
continue the enrolment of volunteers in prohibited associations and prepara- 
tions for civil disobedience. Further Mr. Gandhi also made it apparent that 
the proposed Hound Table Conference would be called merely to register his 
<lccrees. It is idle to suggest that terms of this character fnltilled in any 
way tlie essentials laid down by His Excellency or can reasonably bo des- 
cribed as having been made in response to the sentiments expressed by him. 
Finally the Government of India desire to draw attention to the demands 
put forward in the concluding paragraph of Mr. Gandhi’s present nianifestu 
wliicli exceed even the demands made by the Working Committee of tlie 
congress. Mr. Gandhi’s demands now^ include — 

(1) the release of all prisoners “convicted or under-trial for non- 

violent activities ; ” 

(2) a guarantee that Government will refrain absolutely from inter- 

ference with all non-violent activities of the non-co-operation 
party even though they fall within the purview of the Indian 
Penal Code ; or in other words an undertaking (hat Government 
will indefinitely hold in abeyance in regard to the iion-co- 
operators the ordinary and long-established law of the land. 


Tn return for these concessions he indicates that he intends to 'continue 
t he illegal and seditious propaganda and operations of tlie non-co-operation 
party, and merely offers to postpone civil disobedience of an aggessivc 
character until the offenders now in jail have had an opportunity of review- 
ing the whole situation. In the same paragraph he re-affirins the unulteralilc 
character of the demands of his party. 

The Government of India are coiilldent that all right thinking citizens 
will fecognise that this manifesto constitutes no response wliatcver to (lie 
speecli of His Excellency at Calcutta and that the demamls made arc such as 
no Government could discuss, much less accept. 

6. The alternatives that now confront the people of India are such us 
sophistry can ho longer obscure or disguise. The issue is no longer lietween 
this or that programme of political advance, but between lawlessness 
vnth all its dangerous consequences on the one hand and on the other 
the maintenance of those principles which lie at the root of all civilised

Muss civil disobedience is fraught willi such (ianger to the btate that 
is must be met with sternness uud severity. I’he Government entertain jio 
doubt that in any measures wliicli they may have to take for its suppression 
they can count on the support and a.ssistauce of all law abiding and loyal 
citizens of His Majesty.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Id view of the attempts that have been made and are beinff made (a) 
by moans of threats, intimmHon and otherwise to induce meinl>«rs of the 
Police-Force to refrain from doinjj: their duty, and (b) to spread disaffection 
aiuoo(jr them, the Oovemment of India have for some tilne had under con- 
sidoriition the question of penalizing such attempts. Neither the Indian 
Penal Code nor the Indian Police Act, 1861, contains provisions to meet this 
evil. A prosecution 'could doubtless in certain oases be institnted under 
section 29 of the Indian Police Act, 1861, read with the abetment sections 
of the Indian Penal Code, but sectioned of the Police Act Was designed to 
meet ordinary breaches of discipline, and would not cover many dangerous 
forms of Utmperiug with the police. Moreover, the maximum punishment 
permissible under that sect'on, viz., three months* rigorous imprisonment 
is manifestly inadequate for serious offences of this nature. The Dovern- 
meat of India are accordingly of opinion that the authorities should be 
given additional means of dealing With this form of crime, and it is proposed, 
therefore, to enact the attached BlU, which has been framed On tbe lines of 
section 3 of tbe English Police Act of 1919 (9 A 10 Oeo. V, Oh. 46).

This Bill is intead(Ml to take the place of the Bill which was introduced 
in the LeAisiutive Assembly on tlje 1st March 1921, «nd was withdrawn with 
the leave of the Assembly on the zdth .laiiuary 1922. The object of that Bill 
'^vas to provide more eileotive means of meeting the great evil arising from 
the institution of fmudulent and dishonest suits by empowering Courts to 
award compensatory costs in fraudulent suits.* The Bill was circulated for 
the purpose of eliciting opinions, and along with the opinions received, was 
referred to a Committee consisting of Members of the Council of State and 
the Legislative Assembly aiipoiuted by the Governor General in Council. 
The Committee was of the opinion that the summary procedure proposed by 
the Bill was likely to prove far more of *a deterrent than the fear of a prose- 
cution for perjury in the remote future. They considered, however, that the 
scope of the Bill should be extended in certain respects. 

The detailed recommendations of the Committee were was follows : — 

IP* ^ 4 

I.— Limitation of jimount to be aivarded. 

It was agreed tJiuc the amount to be uwaided should not exceed the 
pecuniary limits of the jurisdiction of the Court or Rs. 1,000, whichever is 
less, with the following special provisions regaidiug Courts exercising Small 
Cause Court powers, namely, a maximum of Rs. 250 for a MunsiflE and 
Hs. 500 for a subordinate Judge ; a provision to be added that these maxima 
are to be subject to rules made by the High Qourt so us to enable High 
Courts to limit the amount awardablo by certain classes of Courts, the 
lower grade Courts of Munsiffs with limited jurisdictions as in the Punjab.

“ In connection with this, it was incidentally decided that provision 
should be made for reasons to be recorded in writing whenever an order 
is made awaiding compen-satory costs. It was also agreed that .there should 
1)6 an appeal in every case, exccipt that (a) there should be no appeal against 
an order refusing damages or against the absence of any older, and (5) there 
should be no appeal by way of cross appeal or otherwise asking for an 
increase of the amount awarded. It was agreed that in no case should 
there be a second appeal. 

~ “ III. — False defences. 

‘'Though the Committee Was not entirely unanimous on the point, it 
was agreed that provision should bo made also for the award of damages to 
the plaintiff where a false defence was set up by the defendant. 

“ IV. — Execution proceedings. 

“ It was pointed out that the evil existed to a larger extent in 'execution 
proceedings than in original suits, and it was unanimously decided that the 
provisions of the Bill should apply to false claims put forward in support of 
execution proceedings as well as to false objections. 

“ V. — Vexatious suits. 

" The opinion was generally held that the provisions of the Bill should 
apply to suits, etc., which arc both false and vexatious. The matter was left 
to foe examiiled foy the draftsmen. 

“ VI. — Operation of the BUI. 

“ It was agreed that tiie Bill should only come into operation in such 
areas as might be notitled byAhe Local Government, with the sanction of the 
Governor General In Counml. It was suggested that the power to extend 
the cmeration might cover the whole or any specified portion of the Bill.”

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND KEASONS. 

Persons practising in Criminal Courts known as mukhtars practise 
nnder a licence from the High Courts after duly passing an exafuination 
held under the auspices of the High Courts for that purpose aud are 
recognised practitionei*H in Criminal Courts. For all practical purposes, 
they are tieated as recognised members of the profession. Under the present 
law the mukhtars have received permission from the Courts to act for their 
clients. In fact, this permission is usually and generally granted, bat in 
some rare cases htive been withheld. Above all, the members of the* pro- 
fession have a sentimental grievance inasmuch as they have been placed in 
the same category us oidinur^ persons without any training or licence. The 
grievance has caused much discontent, and it is desirable that it should be 
removed. This will not affect the dignity or status of any ciasa of lawyers, 
or in any way affect the administration of justice. As the mukhtars have to 
pass a fairly good test and have to renew their liceuce every year, which 
depends upon their professional good conduct, it is unnecessary to retain th6 
disability under which they at present suffer. 

Clause 2 removes the disabUities referied to ^bove.

the hoadquariers of the district at KoBi1t^AU:’!ai. long as it i|f possibld to do 
Bo, and kf the same time, pendin^t jBtoio ; definite deyefopments, to provide 
the safeguard of a temporary provisimi erfiicfe . would enable the adxmnistra* 
.tion of the district to be carried on shoddy existing public buildings dis- 
appear. Accordingly certain teinpo?‘ary, bufidij^ were oonbtruoted to repl^ 
those washed away, and landw^as acquired kt’ld^O at Maijdi in the vicinity 
of Noakhali wit h a view to ' combining the itse of the buildings left at 
Koakhali with temporary ones to l>e con^ractedt* when required, on this site.

The committee received numerous representations from various leading 
gentlemen on behalf of various associations and land'owners of the district. 

After S' lengthy diHcussion, the meeting was adjourned to the 18th 
December, in order to allow the two absent members of the committee an 
opportunity of representing their views. On this occasion the committee 
met at the Ciicait House at Bonapur, two miles from the town of Noakhali. 
The sitting lasted froni^ about li-30 a.m. to 1-30 p.m. The members present

Sahib Bazlul Haq, were of opinion that the site for the new headquarters 
which would be most convenient to the people of the district i.s the site 
already acquired at Muijdi, with expan sioni if necessary, towards the north 
and west. 

I'he grounds on which this opinion is based are as follows : — 

(1) This sire has already been acquired, at considerable expense. The 

abtindoning of this site in favour of any other site wouid 
involve loss of money and delay. 

(2) The probability of erosion at Muijdi is not great, especially in the 

present state of the river. 

(3) The level of the land acquired at Maijdi is comparatively higher 

than the land of the other sites, with the exception of the pro* 
- . posed sites at Feni. 

(4) The position is central, close to the railway line, and close to the 

main river. It is equally convenient of access from all parts of 
the district. It is the most convenient .site on the mainland for 
the islands generally. 

(5) It is near the present site of district headquarters and the residen-

* (6) .There is already good drinking water available close to the land

(7) There will be no material change in the cost of living at Maijdi

As regards his fourth reason, it was pointed out that there was no suffi- 
cient reason for sapposing that public opinion was ever generally in favour 
of Feni. 

As regards his fifth re ison, the majority were of o^inioit that the rente 
to and from the Islands vid Chittagong was tdo expensive to be generally

As regards his sixth reason, the majority were not in favour of the 
proposed re-distribtition.

Fob some time past the question of agricultural education has been 
engaging the attention of the Oovemment of Bengal in the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Public Works; The great increase in the cost of living and 
the consequent necessity for increasing ^ the output of the soil, the' 
growing demand for vocational education, and the need of new fields of 
employment for the middle classes have all combined to impress Government 
with the desirability of framing a comprehensive policy of agricultural educa- 
^ion. to which effect can be given as the finances of the province permit. 
The object of this resolution is to explain the views which Government have 
formed and to invite public opinion ^thereon. 

* 2. Agneultural institutions Ml into three grades*-^ll higher, (2) 
seconilary and (3) elementary aoocffdii^co the class of instruction which they 
impart. In addition to the ' institutihUs of these three grades it may even-* 
tually be necessary to open social schools at which such subjects as dairy 
and poultry hirming and horticulture will be taught. 

’ 3. It.has been decided that the highest, type of agricultural education 

will be imi»rted at the proposed Institute at Dacca. Land has already been 
acquired for the purpose and the plans and estimates have been sanctioned. 
The .Institute will be equipped with all the modern appliances necessary for 
the highest agricultural training. ' Only graduates in science or agriculture 
will be adtmitted to the courses, and these will be of the most Bpecia|ized 
^ype, including agricultural botany, agricultural engineering, dairying* and 
other subjects. It may, however, also be found necessary to provide a 
oohiplete course of undergraduate s^^udies up to the standard taught at other 
provincial colleges. 

4. An attempt to meet the needs of lees advanced students was made in 
1920 , when, as an experimental measure two agricultural vernacular schools 
were starti^, one at Dacca and the other at Chinsura. The object of these 
institatlons was to train the sons of cultivators in the elements of. improved 
agricultiitre and ^lied subjects such as smithy and carpentry while at the 
pfme time aUpwipg ^hem to pursue their vernacular , education in literature 
and mathematios« It was htmed that on the completion of their training these

The buildings of the school will consist of a school room, teacher’s 
quarters, and workahop, a cattle shed and fodder god own and a house for 
junenials. Tlie equipment of the workshop will be complete but inexpensive., 
and the building will be constructed local materials in the cheap('8t 
manner possible. The minimum capital expense of such a school consistent 
with efficiency has been estimated at about Rs. 3,000, excluding the cost of 
the land, and the annual recurring charges at about Rs. 1,800 per school. 
It is hoped that the capital expenditure on these schools will bo considerably 
diminished by contributions from local botlies and private persons in the 
shape of money or of land and buildings. Tt is gratifying to note that the 
Government have already received such offera from private individuals and 
have reason, to believe that more will be forthcoming. 

7. The Government of Bengal in the Ministry of Agriculture and Public 
Works fully realise that the question of elementary agricultnral education is 
not free from difficulties, and they are desirous of obtaining the views of the 
public on the subject. They, therefore, invite expressions of opinion on these 
proposals for the establishment of elementary agricnltural schools and parti- 
cularly as to (a) the desirability of of ening the elementary agricultural 
schools as detailed above, (^0 their prospects of success, (c) the suitability of

7. Tha Calcutta and Eastara Canals form a series of navigable chan- 
nels mostly natural but partly artificial by which communication is 
maintained between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. The receipts from navi-' * 
gation tolls amounted to Rs. 3,65, 011 as compared with Bs. 3,80;101 in the 
preceding year. The decrease is due to less transport of jur.e during the 
year. The capital outlay incurred daring the year was expended on the 
excavation of a channel between the Kankrabunia kbal and Channel Creek 
to the south of the Doagra channel in the Sunderban^Steamer Route and 
on the purchase of .coaling plant for the dredgers Foyers and Alexandra.

9. ThO Orissa Coast Caaal in conjunction with the Hijli Tidal Canal 

afSprds communication between Bengal and Orissa, and before the opening 
o| the Bengal-Nagpuf Railway was tbe only inland route by whieh supplies 
ol food could be conveyed into Orissa in time of famine* Tais canal which 
is intended for navigation only now lies partly in this Presidency and partly 
in the Province of Bihar and Orissa. The receipts and working texpenses ' 
(direct and. indirect) for the }>ort.ion within Beo^l were; r^pdotively, 
Ks. 13,236* and Rs. 7,691 as against Rs. 16,512 and Rs. 10,728 in the year 
1919-20. '

The collection of tolls on boat traffic has been 
iefaeed for three years from 16th May 1919 at a rental of Rs. 4,700 per 
annum. 

12. Tll0 EdM CftttSi was originally constructed for sanitary reasons, 
but it is now. used to some extent for irrigation. It was worked during the 
year at a loss of 'Rs. 13,358 against a similar loss of Rs. 11.495 in the 
preceding year. The financial position and the usefulness of the canal will 
be improved in the construction of the Damodar canal. The estimate for 
this project, amounting to Rs. 68 lakhs for direct charges, has been sanc- 

■ tionod by the Secretary of State. As funds required for the work will have 
to l!fe*''^met from loan funds, this Government is now considering whether at 
the present rate of interest the project can still be classified as a Productive 
Public Work. 

13. The work in connection with the^ IniproVAniSIlt Of thS BidyBdhSri 
fhror by creating a spill reservoir for the flood tide was in progress during 
-the year. The operations already undertaken have proved satisfactory, and 
it is expected that the continuation and extension of the operations will effect 
further improvement by which the life of the river will probably be prolonged 
for a number of years. 

, 14. Some of the works in connection with projects for mitigating the 

effects of the Damodar floods were completed and others were in progress. 

15. (/) TFBiilillg Works, were, as usual, carried out in the Dhaleswari 
and fiuriganga rivers to facilitate navigation and to improve the water-supply 
of the town of Dacca. The shoal at Post-gola on the Buriganga river was 
Operated on by the dredger Alpha of the India General Navigation and 
Railway Company, Limited. The result of training operation in the Dbales- 
wafi river was highly satisfactory, but that in the Buriganga was unsatisfac- 
tory owing to considerable amount of discharge escaping through. 

{it) Training works were carried out also during the year through the 
agency of the India General Navigation and Railway Company, Limited, on 
the river Ga^es between Rajmahal and Goalundo. 

(m) To improve navigation as well as the sanitary conditions and water- 
supply of the^own of Rampur Boalia, training works were carried out on the 
channel of the river Ganges. 

{tt) At the mouth of the Bhagirathi river at its off-take from the river 
Ganges, no dredgrag operations were done during the year as no suitable 
dredger was available, but attempts were made to improve the entrance by 
means of bandalling only. 

16. .BiMrai.— As stated in the last year’s resolution the most important 
problems .with which the Irrigation Department in Bengal have to deal are 
hot connected, with irrigation properly so-called, but are mainly concerned 
W^it'h the improvement of navigation and sanitary conditions and the control 
'Of flood water. Concerning the problem of improving means of navigation 
Goreriimeitt have for several years been impressed by the urgent necessity of 
deVelc^thg adequately these waterways systeins, and they haye now the sanc- 
tion of ihe Secretary of State to the construction of the Grand Trunk Canal 
project. A special officer has, however, been deputed to work out the full 
detailf. of the project to show its productive aspect to the Legislative Council 
before ^loal construction is taken up. The navigation projects prepared by the 
Fxeoptive Engineer on special duty iii connection with the conservancy ol the 
riveri Dhaleswari and Buriganga wpre still under the consideration of Govern-t 
sAht during the year, Tp improve the . sanitary ■ as well as the drainage. 

several anti-malarial schemes were under oonstrwjtjoi), "and other 
echiCiiiMS were under investigation during the year. Flood .embankments and 
sluices in thein vrere also efficiently maintained during.t|ie year. 
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17. The Irrigation Department Unring the year undhr review wae 
BUOoesBively in oharge of the late Mr. F. A. A. Cowley, Mr.‘.0. P. Walsh and 
Rai Amar Kath Das Bahadur. The thanks of Government are due .te these 
officers for the efficient conduct of the affairs of the Government during the 
year. By the death of Mr. F. A. A. Cowley, the Government and the Depart- 
ment lost an ex))erieuced and able officer whose services could not be toohigbly 
appreciated. . Tho good work of other officers has also been noted by Gtovern- 
ment. Special thanks are also due to Mr. C. Addams-WilliamB, c.i.s., 
Superintending Kngin^r, on special duty, for the zeal and ability with which 
be conducted his eirquiries into the drainage condition m Bengal.

The Survey and Settlement Reports* for the year ending the 30th September 1921. 

During the year under review traverse survey was continued in the 
districts o£ Bogra, Murshidgbad, Birbhum and Khulna, and with the 
exception of 3 square miles in the Khulna district, the programme consisting 
of 3,424- square miles was completed. Towards the close of the year, the 
traverse survey programme was reduced from a four 'party to a two-party 
basis. At present traverse survey is going on in the districts of Pabna, 
»Bogra and Khulna and has been discontinued in the districts of Murshidabad 
and Birbhum. 

The Survey Department also carried on some miscellaneous survey’s 
during the year. The work in connection with the demarcation of rivers 
in the Nadia district, which was continued from the previous season, was 
Completed. The survey of the limits of the jurisdiction of the Calcutta 
High Court was also undertaken during the year. 

2. The report of the Director of Land Records,' Bengal, gives an 
interesting account of the progress of work done under his control. Except 
for the diara resumptions, the majot' settlement operations in the districts of 
Mymehsingb, Midnapore, Tippera, Noakhali and Rajshahi Jwere in their 
closing stages. By the end of the year, records-of-right.s had been com|)loted 
in 55 per cent, of the area in this province to which the Bengal Tenancy 
Act applies. 

3. Major settlement operations were in full swing in the district.** of 
Jessore, Nadia, Bankura and Pabna-iBogra. Minor operations of considerable 
importance were also in progress in the districts of Faridpur, Bakarganj, 
Dacca, Tippera and Darjeeling. During the year an area of 3,270 square 
milea was cadastrally surveyed ; rec(»rds for 2,477 square miles were attested 
and those for 2,084 square miles wore finally published. The outturn of 
wfurk compares favourably with that of the preceding year. Although in 
some areas where operations were going on progress was retarded on account 
of illness among the staff and strikes in the press, the work, excepting 
bujharat in Bankura and Pabna-Bogra districts, was kept well up to the pro- 
gramme.. 

4. Towards the close of the year, the settlement programme was reduced 
from a four-party to a three-party basis, and will be further reduced to a 
two-party basis next year. According to the original programme, settlement 
operations were to commence during the current field season in the districts 
of Birbhum, Khulna and Murshidabad. Owing to financial stringency, 
however, expenditure on survey and settlement operations has been reduced 
as much as possible, and in consequence only a limited programme has been 
undertaken in the district of Birbhum { the settlement in Murshidabad 
district has been stopped altogether for the present. It was with great 
regret that tlie Governor in Oouncil was compelled to agree to this reduction 
in programme and to the consequent delay in the completion of the reoord-of- 
rights in all districts of the province. He trusts that it will now be possible 
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to avoid any farther reduction and to carry on the settlement c|)eratioas 
under a settled, if not an expanding, programme. 

5. As in the district of Nadia, a large number of utbandi tenancies were 
fqund in the Bongaon subdivision of the Jessore district. The greater 
number of these tenancies were however .utbandi in name rather than in 
incidents, and whore the tenants have been in continuous cultivation for 
twelve years, the holdings have been recorded on separate khatiana and 
treated as full raiyati ‘holdings. Attestation in Jessore was not so difficult 
as in Nadia, and a fair number of real utbandi tenancies were converted into 
ordinary raiyati holdings with the consent of the landlords who recognised 
the advantage of securing a fixed income. Tn the district of Nadia, on the 
other hand, the landlords were opposed to such conversion and the utbandi 
lands held by tenants have been generally recorded either as nominal or 
real utbandi. For a large proportion of the lands falling under the latter 
category, however, the tenants have been recorded as having occupancy rights 
on the ground of twelve years’ continuous cultivation or payment of rent. 
Another peculiar feature of the utbandi tenancies in Nadia was the multiplica- 
tion of different rates for different crops and fields, and the Settlement 
Department has specified no less than forty kinds of common rate in that 
district. Complicated questions relating to utbandi tenancies have lately^ led 
to discussions in the decision of which, it is hoped, the Cojnmittee appointed 
to cbnsider the amendment of the Bengal Tenancy Act will give material 
assistance. 

6. The Governor in Council has read with pleasure the account in the 
report of the Director of Land Records of the increasing popularity of the 
settlement records and maps. They are now freely used in almost every 
branch of the administration. Neai-ly 830, 0(K) copies Khntiam and 17,000 
copies of maps were sold to the public during the year. 

7. The work of resumption of accretions from rivers added considerably 
to the normal programme of the recent settlements in Eastern Bengal. Up 
to the end of the year under review, pi-oceedings have been drawn up for 
1,(172 new estates ; the proceedings for 1,452 estates with a land revenue of 
over Rs. 2 laths liave been confirmed by the Board of Revenue. 

8. Mr. C. A. O’Donel was in charge of the Bengal Survey Department 
up to the 2nd June 1921, when he went on leave, and Mr. 0. E. G. Judd 
held charge of the Department for the rest of the year. Mr. F. A. Sachse, 

' I.C.S., was in charge of the Department of Land Records, Bengal, throughout 
the year. The Governor in Council has much phiasure in acknowledging the 
care and ability which Mr. Sachse has devoted to the work of his Depart- 
ment and his ready co-operation in adjusting settlement operations to the 
limits imposed by financial considerations. His Excellency in Council also 
desires to acknowledge the services rendered by the settlement officers, 
Messrs.. F. W. Robertson, ,J. M. Pringle, H. C. V. Philpot and Khan Bahadur 
Mubammad Abdul Momen. The good work of those officers and of .those 
ihentioned in- the last two paragraphs of the survey and settlement reporits 
will be noted.

Character of the season. — In the second forecast issued in December 
last, the weather was reviewed up to end* of October as having been good 
for the broadcast, and satisfactory for the transplanted, rice crops. Since 
then, dry weather has been favourable for harvesting. 

Acreage. — According to District Officers’ estimates, the total area under 
winter rice amounts to 15,850,200 aor-es as against 15,343,800 acres, in tho 
corresponding forecast of last year. The increase in area since the issue of 
the second forecast is mainly due to revision of estimates in the district of 
Mymensingh on the basis of settlement figures. 

Outturn. — From the district returns appended it will be seen that four 
districts report a bumper crop, viz.. Tippera 133 per cent., Rangpur 125 per 
cent., Darjeeling and Mymensingh each 117 per cent. Midnapore reports 
a crop just above the normal {i.e., 108 per cent.). The districts of Howrah. 
Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Faridpur, Bakarganj, Chittagong and Noakliali report 
a normal crop ; seven districts a crop between 83 and 95 per cent. The 
remaining eight districts report the outturn as follows : — 

Maldn 79 per cent. ; Murshidabad, Burdwan and the Chittagong Hill 
.Tracts each 75 per cent. ; Nadia, Birbhum, Bankura and Hooghly report a 
crop as low as between 58 to 67 per cent. 

As compared with the second forecast, a better crop has been harvested 
in the districts of tho 24-Parganas, Midmapore, Jalpaiguri, Bogra. Mymen- 
singh and Tippera but in the districts of Murshidabad, Khulna, Hooghly and 
Dacca the outturns have fallen somewhat below the previous estimates. In 
the remaining districts, there has been no change since the second forecast. 

According toDistiict Officers’ estimates, the provincial outturn works out 
to 96 per cent, of the normal as against 90 per cent, last year. But in 
consideration of the favourable weather conditions prevailing during the 
harvesting period, I am inclined to think that a normal or a 100 per cent, 
crop has been reaped this year. ' ' m. 

Accepting 100 per cent, as the provincial outturn, the gross yield of 
cleaned grain from the winter rice crop, on the basis of a normal yield of 
12^.maunds per acre, amounts to 7,278,200 tons this year as against 
6,341,100 tons, in the corresponding forecast of last year.
